(10:05 p.m. JST)—about 24 
hours after it was launched— 
Pioneer VY was 187,150 miles 
from the earth and moving 
away at a speed of 6,580 mies 
an hour. 


The position of the paddle- 
wheel satellite at that hour was 
computed to be above the In- 
dian Ocean about 400 miles east 
of Madagascar. 

Pioneer V was launched from 
Cape Canaveral, F'a., Friday by 
a slender, white Thor-Able rock- 
et. The aluminum satellite was 
boosted into a circuit of more 


the sun between the orbits of 
earth and Venus. 

Aboard it were instruments 
which will provide man with 


his first detailed information 
about vast magnetic fields, 
clouds of charged particles, 


many kinds of radiation, and 
meteoric dust in the depths of 
space. — 

It was the first time that man 
had attempted successfully to 
put a miniature laboratory into 


a solar orbit between earth ard | 


its nearest planetary neighbor. 


Russia’s Lunik I, launched 
Jan. 2. 1959, and America’s 
Pioneer IV, sent aloft March 3, 
1959, are in sun orbits between 
earth and Mars.

HAVANA. (UPI)—The long-threatened Castro Government 
drive against American investments of an estimated $300 million 
in Cuban sugar mills got under way Friday with seizure of four 


properties, 


Three sugar mills and a railroad operated by the U.S. Guan- 


tanamo Sugar Co. in Oriente 
Province were “intervened” by 
the state. The company valued 
the properties at more than $10 
million, 


The seizures were the first 
of U.S-owned sugar mills. 
American interests own and 
operate 31 of the country’s 161 
mills and produce about 40 per 
cent of itg half billion dollar 
annual crop. 


Although the term “interven- 
tion” is used by the Govern- 
ment to denote temporary oc- 
cupation, operation and control 
of private industry, Friday's 
action was believed to be a pre- 
liminary to total expropriation. 


Cuba’s new Agrarian Reform 
Law provides for expropriation 
of the privately owned Cuban 
sugar industry with compensa- 
tion to be made on the basis 
of 20-year government bonds 
bearing 4% per cent interest. 
The expropriation price, under 
the law, is based on what the 
company valued its properties 
at for taxes. 

More than a dozen Cuban- 
owned sugar mills have been 
confiscated by the Government 
since the January 1959, triumph 
of the Fidel Castro revolution 
on the grounds that “hidden 
owners” were Batista Govern- 
ment people.

Another Big Dam 


MANILA (AP)—President 
Carlos Garcia has endorsed 
the construction of a dam 
that will rival the massive 
Filipino-Japanese Marikina 
project scheduled to start 
later this year. 

Garcia met with officials 
of the World Bank Friday 
night and later announced 
the Philippines will apply 
for a $25 million loan from 
the bank to help finance the 
new project. 

Garcia has made it clear, 
however, he wants both 
dams and does not favor 
junking the much criticized 
Marikina project, now being 
investigated in Congress 
here. 

The new dam, designed to 
harness the Angat River in 
nearby Bulacan Province, is 
expected to cost in the 
neighborhood of $64 million, 
$10 million more than the 
Marikina project. 

The construction date and 
other details of the Angat 
project have not yet been 
released. 


Yawata Charter Bid 
Jolts Shipowners 


Japanese shipping and iron 
and steel industry circles Fri- 
day joined in expressing sur- 
prise over an attempt by Japan's 
top steel firm to charter two U.S. 
coal-carrying vessels to eco- 
nomize on freightage. 

The Yawata Iron and Steel 
Co. expects to sign a contract 
shortly with the Sprague S.S. 
Co., a U.S. shipowner, to char- 
ter the American coaler sched- 
uled to be built in Japan. 
Yawata is still negotiating with 
other U.S. shipowners for hir- 
ing another coaling vessel. 


The five-year contract is ex- 
pected to fix the coal freightage 
rate between Hampton Roads, 
Va., and Tokyo at about $6.70 
per ton, or $1 cheaper than 
Japanese hauling rates. 


Sprague’s new coaler is ex- 
pected to be built by Mitsubishi 
Shipbuilding and Engineering 
Co. at Nagasaki through foreign 
bank loans. 

Yawata officials said they 
were sure Japanese authorities 
will permit the contract because 
the use of foreign ships at lower 
rates was “necessary to increase 
efficiency” in the iron and steel 
industry. 

A spokesman of the Ship- 
owners Transportation Council 
pointed to the need of lowering 
the high Japanese bank interest 
rates to prevent the recurrency 
of such foreign ship chartering.

Treaty Talks 
Moving Here 


MANILA (UPI) — Japanese 
and Filipino negotiators will 
move to Tokyo by the end of 
the month to continue their 
talks on a Philippine-Japan 
treaty of Friendship, Commerce 
and Navigation, it was report 
ed Saturday. 

Sen. Rogelio de La Rosa, 4 
member of the Filipino negotiat- 
ing panel, confirmed the shift 
of the parley site “for the pur- 
pose of stressing the principle 
of reciprocity and to avail our- 
selves of some records in To- 
kyo.” 

The negotiations, which be 
gan here last month, have been 
indefinitely recessed due to the 
failure of the Philippine Gov- 
ernment to find a suitable room 
for the meetings. 

The Filipino negotiators took 
advantage of the recess to ob- 
serve public reactions to the 
proposed pact—first of its type 
the Philippines will conclude 
with any ‘nation—by meeting 
with business leaders here. 

Informed sources said busi- 
nessmen agreed the projected 
accord would be beneficial tw 
| the Philippines, but urged in- 
sertion of safeguards in it for 
the protection of the local eco- 
romic interests. 

The Talks in the Japanese 
capital may last for a month, 
De La Rosa said.

A profound revolution in the Japanese view of the 
rest of the world and their own country is under way, 
or at least in the offing. So far it is a quiet affair, known 
only to the suddenly overburdened workers in the passport 


division of the Foreign Office, 


of the broader implications.

Early this year the government announced some major 
liberalizations of restrictions on imports and the use of 


foreign exchange. 


As of February 8 it became no longer 


necessary for overseas travelers to get permission for 


obtaining foreign exchapge. 


Much has been made of the easement on imports. But 
the introduction of a few more foreign made consumer 
products is not apt to change the climate here nearly so 
much as the new freedom on exports of our people. 


This particular liberalization is long overdue. 


Even 


when the country was suffering a dire shortage of foreign 
exchange, the policy of holding people back from making 
trips abroad was a penny-wise-pound-foolish thing. A 
certain portion of such travelers, on business ventures, 
bore the promise of returning the investment many times. 
To be sure, legitimate business trips were the first to be 
excepted from the regulations. 

But‘we have reference here to ordinary tourists. It 
is still beyond the imagination of most of us that anyone 
should be allowed to go to foreign lands just to look 


around. 


Now actually that is possible, at least in theory. The 
first beneficiaries of this new policy will be the same sort 
of people who could find excuses or loopholes before to 
ebtain foreign exchange. Yet before long a wider public 
should become aware of the new opportunity, and that 
is what we are hopefully anticipating. 

Already this is evidenced. Applications for passports 
in the first two months of this year ran about three times 


more than last year. 


A few finance institutions have 


begun to offer investment plans for future world travelers. 


The day we are looking forward to is when Japanese 
workers, students and other people of low income groups 


will be able to take off for 


vacations overseas the way 


their counterparts in America and Europe have long been 


doing. Why shouldn't they? 
Every encouragement ought to be given to this. 


Few 


nations are so concerned today about such things as inter- 


national understanding, goodwill and peace as Japan. 


And 


yet none is quite so isolated. Only a handful of our 
people have had the chance of seeing how other peoples 
live, of gaining a broader perspective on their own culture. 


The exaggerated insularism of this country, 


the 


provincialism of mind that typifies the comman man, 
is the greatest handicap we suffer to political and social 


development. 
It is not enough to send 


men abroad on their narrow purpose junkets. 


our politicians and business- 
Nor can 


we be patient with the one-way traffic of tourists to these 


shores.

The Fifth Nuclear Power? 


Communist China's nuclear 
weapon plans, recently reported 
in the newspapers, are of the 
utmost importance to Japan as 
well as all other nations of Asia. 

Its colossal army of 200 divi- 
sions, heavily armed, is already 
a nightmare, And the world is 
now told that it is on the verge 
of arming itself with atomic 
bombs—and eventually, perhaps, 
with hydrogen bombs. 

It must be kept in mind in 
this connection that once the 
Chinese Communists succeeded 
in producing such bombs there 
would be no restraining them 
from stockpiling more and more 
such weapons. 

Our greater concern, more- 
over, is about a more immediate 
danger. The Chinese are, of 
course, not experienced in the 
production of this kind of wea- 

n. There would be _ pos- 
sibility, it is feared, that they 
would detonate a “dirty” type 
of nuclear device. 

This could greatly endanger 
Japan—not to speak of those 
borderlands such as_ Tibet, 
Nepal and India. 

Burning Ambition 

It is obvious that Communist 
China has a burning ambition 
to possess the atomic bomb. 

Some two years ago, early in 
1958, Marshal Chen Yi, the 
Foreign Minister of the Peip- 
ing Government, made a shock- 
ing statement that his country 
intended to have a nuclear 
bomb. 

It was last May, again, that 
Gen. Lin Ya-lou, Peiping’s air 
force commander, claimed that 
China’s scientists “will certainly 
be able to make the most modern 
nireraft and atomic bombs in 
the not distant future.” 

For all that, we do not believe 
that Communist China is far 
enough advanced in her atomic 
development to explode a 
nuclear bomb by herself for the 
present. 

Not that we underestimate 
the ability of China’s atomic 
scientists. There is little that 
is kept in secret about this 
subject any longer. Scientists in 
many countries surely are cap- 
able of providing ‘the necessary 
knowledge. If France can pro- 
duce an atomic weapon, s0 can 
Communist China, 

We fully recognize the pos- 
sibilities. Yet we do not believe 
that Communist China’s indu- 
strial base could support any 
sizable atomic program. 

To produce a nuclear bomb 
is a business which requires a 
prodigious amount of industri- 
al and technical concentration. 

The production of sufficient 
electrical energy alone would 
presumably be an exceedingly 
difficult task for the Chinese 
Communists at the present 
stage. 

There would be, in addition, 
a huge demand for machinery, 
pumps to separate uranium-235, 
steel and other equipment, This 
would certainly demand even 
greater industrial concentration. 

We cannot but wonder if 
Communist China can really 
afford to do all this without the 
assistance of the Soviet Union. 

Limit of Ability 

The Chinese Communist Party 
Central Committee § attaches 
great weight to research in 
atomic energy and the applica- 
tion thereof. . 

It goes without saying that 
much effort has been made by 
the party leaders to provide 
their scientists with all neces- 
sary funds and material re- 
sources. 

Thus, they already have a 
heavy water model research 
type reactor with a capacity of 
7,000 kilowatts and a cyclotron 
capable of accelerating alpha 
particles to an energy of 25 
million electron-volts, which 
they completed with Soviet 
help in March 1958. 

This research reactor, how- 
ever, would not produce enough 
plutonium to make a nuclear 
blast possible. 

We also remember that, in as 
early as February 1953, reports 
revealed that an atom bomb 
plant had been established in

Space Science 


I: is feared that Government 
measures to promote Japan's 
space science might be exploited 
by the Defense Agency for de- 
velopment of study on guided 
missiles. Yasuhiro Nakasone, 
director of the Science and 
Technology Agency, promised 
once that research on space 
science would be used exclusive- 
ly for peaceful purposes. The 
fact is, however, that a group 
of manufacturers are showing 
interest in the study and pro- 
duction of both military and 
research rockets. Under the 
current setup, the Government 
budget for rocket fesearch, 
which was originally appropriat- 
ed to develop space _ science, 
might eventually be used to 
study guided missiles and 
rockets. The Government should 
draw a clear line between mili- 
tary and scientific study in space 
science, and it should make 
public all results of its study.— 
Asahi Shimbun 


Treaty Debate 


The Government's explana- 
tion of Article 5 of the new 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty at 
the House of Councillors Budget 
Committee was vague and in- 
consistent. The article, which 
defines the Japan-U.S. joint ac- 
tion to be taken to defend the 
country from an armed attack, 
should be explained to the na- 
tion fully and honestly through 
the Diet. In explaining “arm- 
ed attack,” .the Government 
only quoted Article 1 of the 
I.N,. Charter, without giving

any concrete explanation of 


term as used in the pact. Anti- 
cipating criticism and attacks 
0 be given by Opposition in- 
terpellators, the Government 
may be trying to evade further 
attack by withholding full ex- 
planations, but this attitude is 
regrettable.

ILO Convention 


The Government may find it 
difficult to postpone further a 
ratification of the ILO Conven- 
tion clause, providing labor's 
freedom of association and right 
to organize. This is because the 
ILO Council has already adopt- 
ed a report urging Japan to 
ratify the convention as soon 
as possible. But it is regret- 
table that the projected revision 
of the Public Service Personnel 
Law, a prerequisite to the ratifi- 
cation, has now become a 
litical issue. The Education Min- 
istry’s sudden proposal to abol- 
ish the Japan Teachers Union's 
present system of appointing 
teachers to engage exclusive!v 
in union activities is a “leap in 
argument.” This can only lead 
to a paralysis of union activ- 
ities. —Sankei Shimbun

Business Capital 

It has been noted by the 
Economic Research Institute of 
the Economic Planning Agency 
that the differences in the 
capitalization between large and 
small businesses are wider than 
had been expected. This un- 
favorable trend inevitably will 
constitute a major impediment 
to trade liberalization and the 
Government program to double

personal incomes. If things are 
left as at present, these differ- 
ences may become larger and 
larger. The wage differentials 
between small and large firms 
usually are caused by their 
different production capacities. 
These in turn are due to their 
different scales of efficiency. 
Industrial technique is always 
restricted by the scale of capital. 
One reason for the growing 
divergence may be that city 
banks are placing more etm- 
phasis on granting loans to big 
enterprises.—Nihon Keizai Shim- 
bun 


World Bank Loan 
The Road Corporation is to 
sign an agreement in Washing- 
ton next week borrowing $40 
million from the World Bank 
at the unprecedentedly high in- 


po- terest rate of 6.25 per cent per 


year. The World Bank's inter- 
est rate, which used to be in the 
five per cent level, was raised 
to six per cent last fall and 
shows signs of rising still high- 
er. Now that the bank’s inter- 
est rate has soared to the point 
where there is little difference 
from local interest rates, there 
is no point in borrowing money 
from the World Bank. This is 
especially true when large in- 
spection groups must be invited 
several times when seeking 
loans from the bank. As long 
as high interest rates prevail 
in the United States, it will be 
difficult for Japan to float for- 
eign bonds. The Government 
should carefully review its poll- 
cies on loans and foreign bonds.

The exploitation of uranium 
from the mines at Ku Chen, 
near Urumchi in the same pro- 
vince, had been reported two 
years before.

‘China's Sorrow’ 

Yet, another more convincing 
factor that endorse our sup- 
position is the great internal 
trouble with which Peiping is 
now being harassed. 

Recent reports coming from 
within the bamboo curtain re- 
vealed that a spring drought, in 
succession to that of last year, 
had begun to spread in the 
northwestern parts of the Chi- 
nese mainland, 

Radio Peiping Warned that a 
dry spell is developing further 
in the areas along the Yellow 
River and Southwest China, 
provinces most seriously affect- 
ed including Kansu,° Chinghai, 
Hopei, Honan, Shantung, Shen- 
si, Kweicho and Yunnan. The 
disaster threatens greatly to de- 
stroy the early crops of this 


ar. 
Natural calamities have al.- 
Ways constituted a major ob- 
stacle to the economic develop- 
ment of mainland China so far. 
Records of history show that, 
in the past 2,000 years> there 
were altogether 1,621 major 
floods and 1,392 serious 
droughts—these in addition to 
frequent typhoon attacks and 
insect disasters. 

Economic deterioration result- 
ing from such natural calami- 
ties has always been a major 
cause of political upheavals 
which brought about the down- 
fall of many a dynasty in the 
past. 

So in present-day China, how 
to control floods and droughts 


remains to be the knottiest 
problem for the Peiping leaders 
to solve. 

Much effort has been devoted 
to their combat with these na- 
tural calamities—with little suc- 
cess. 

What was most unfortunate 
for them, moreover, was that 
the catastrophes which took 
place in the past few years 
were much more devastatin 
than ever before. ' 

Especially in the past year, 
mainiand China suffered from 
the worst drought, floods and 
typhoon attacks that it had ex- 
perienced in the past few de- 
cades. Disaster- stricken areas 
covered some one-third of the 
total cultivated area of that 
country. 

It is difficult to denote what 
a far-reaching effect such cata- 
strophic droughts and floods 
have had, and will have, upon 
the economic and political fu- 
ture of the Communist regime 
in Peiping. 

Water Conservancy 

Unless they can devise some 
means to cope with natural dis- 
asters, the devastating floods 
and droughts will frustrate 
whatever the efforts they make 
in promoting agricultural pro- 
duction. Success or not of their 
combat with nature can, thus, 
decide their political destiny. 

Peiping’s new agricultural 
program, thus, places great em- 
phasis on water conservancy. 

The ambitious project envis- 
ages diverting the waters of the 
Yangtze and Yellow Rivers 
northward. The waters will be 
used to irrigate the semidesert 
plains in North China. 

The prodigious project is 
now being ruthlessly pushed on. 
A hundred million people, in- 
cluding multitudes of women 
and children, are being forced 
to toil on this incredible project 
day and night. 

Few would believe that this 
is the situation that could al- 
low the Communist leaders to 
divert and concentrate much of 
the people’s energy to the non- 
sensical business of exploding 
a nuclear bomb in Sinkiang.

WASHINGTON — Most inter- 
esting backstage aspect of the 
New Hampshire primary is 
that although Vice President 
Nixon carefully stayed out, his 
finaneial organization carefully 
sent $12,556 in and most of it 
came from big business GOP 
contributors outside New Hamp- 
shire. In fact, it came from 
the same oil and banking fa- 
milies which have backed 
Nixon so generously in the 
ast. 

Mrs. Katherine Dulin Folger, 
who is married to Clifford 
Folger, U.S. ambassador to Bel- 
gium, sent $1,500 up to Nixon 
to make sure he would roll up 
a big vote. The Folger family 
contributed $11,500 to Nixon 
and Eisenhower in 1956, follow- 
ing which Folger was given 
one of the more important am- 
bassadorships, despite the fact 
that the Dow Chemical heir, 
Fred Alger, then ambassador, 
wanted to remain on, 

Folger is an _ investment 
banker, a director of the big 
Hiram Walker whiskey com- 
bine, of Deep Rock Oil, Inter- 
national Business Machines, 
and Burlington Mills,’ the 
giant textile firm which has 
had antitrust troubles with the 
Justice Department. 

Other generous contributions 
were sent to Nixon in New 
Hampshire by Roy Merritt of 
Coral Gables, Fila., $3,000, and 
Mrs. Clive Runnels of Bay 
City, Texas, $1,000. In 1956, 
Mr. and Mrs, Runnels were 
alsO generous contributors to 
Eisenhower and Nixon. 


The Generous Pews 


But by far the greatest Nixon 
largesse sent to New Hampshire 
came from the Pew family of 
Philadelphia, chief owners of 
the Sun Oil Co. and the Sun 
Shipbuilding Co. 


In the 1956 election the Pew 
family was the second highest 
contributor to Ike and Dick, 
coming through with a grand 
total of $216,800. They were 
topped only by the Du Ponts’ 
248,423. Even the Rockefel- 
lers rated lower, with only 
$152,604. For the past two dec- 
ades, the Pew family—including 
brothers, sisters, sons and cous- 
ins—have been carefully 
spreading their contributions 
over the entire U.S.A. When 
GOP fund-raisers got hard up 
they could always depend on 
the Pews. 

Mary Ethel Pew, for instance, 
sister of Joe Pew, sent $1,250 
out to Montana to defeat Sen. 
Mike Mansfield in 1952; $1,000 
to Idaho in 1956 to reelect Sen, 
Herman Walker; $1,000 to 
South Dakota in 1944 to 
Sen. Harlem Bushfield.

At 
present, New Hampshire and 
most northern states require 
publication, which is why the 
Pews’ contributions are public 
knowledge. But southern states 
don’t, Good old Sam is delight- 
ed to have northern Republi- 
can contributions published but 
not those in the south. 

Blocking the Watchdogs 

It hasn't been advertised, but 
some interesting byplay has 
taken place inside the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
involving protection for big 
campaign contributors. 

Last fall, after Congress voted 
to give the radio and TV net- 
works more freedom regarding 
equal time for political candi- 
dates, wise Sen. Warren 
Magnuson of Washington ap- 
pointed a “freedom-of-the-air- 
ways” watchdog subcommittee 
to make sure there was not 
too much political favoritism on 
the networks. 

Magnuson knew that network 
executives had been openly, 
blatantly one-sided in the past. 
In contributions alone, CBS ex- 
ecutives contributed $13,600 to 
the Republicans, none to the 
Democrats, on top of which 
they arbitrarily refused to show 
part of the Democratic film at 


its national convention § in 
Chicago. 
NBC executives also tossed 


$3,500 into the Republican kit- 
ty, none to the Democrats; 
Storer Broadcasting, $9,300 to 
the Republicans, none to the 
Democrats; Westinghouse, $3,400 
to the GOP, $500 to the Demo- 
crats; Crosley Broadcasting, gave 
$4,500 to the Republicans, only 
$500 to the Democrats, while 
ABC gave $500 to the GOP, 
none to the Democrats. 

So Sen. Magnuson appointed 
senators Yarborough of Texas 
arid McGee of Wyoming, Demo- 
crats, with Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania, Republican, to 
keep an eye on the political 
partiality of the networks. 

However, it so happens that 
Scott’s biggest campaign con- 
tributor is the Pew family of 
Pennsylvania. It also happens 
«that the Pew family’s Sun Oil 
Co. sponsors a program, “Three 
-Star Extra,” which ~- pours 
adroitly slanted news out to 
the listening public, five days 
a week, 52 weeks of the year. 
It’s far more effective than the 
$216,000 contributed by the Pew 
family to the GOP—and ail 
tax-deductible as a business ex- 


pense. 

So Republican members of 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee are now deathly afraid 
Magnuson’s watchdog commit- 
tee will probe the lopsided 
news and contributions of var- 
jous network exetutives, in- 
cluding those of the Pew fami- 
ly. So they’ve been shrewdly 
blocking any funds for the 
watchdog committee. Cooper- 
ating with them has been 
Democratic Sen. John Pastore 
of Rhode Island who is sup- 
posed to probe TV on another 
committee but is doing very 
little about it.

ships would be

during the feu- 
dal days, they 
took care that 
Tango province

This tradition dates back to 


the era of Eiho (1081-83). At 
that time Iwaki Masauji was the 
lord of Iwakiyama, Tsugaru, but 
while in Kyoto, he was punished 
and exiled to the west region, 
on false charges. 


His daughter Anjuhime and 
son Zushi«, tegether with their 
mother proceeded to the west to 
meet their father. On the way, 
at Echigo they were caught by 
a bad man. The mother was 
sold to Sado Island, while the 
two children were sold as serv- 
ants to Sanshodayu, a wealthy 
family of Tango. 


While in service there, Zushi-o 
escaped to a Buddhist temple. 
On the charge that she helped 
her young brother escape, Anju- 
hime was killed by Sanshodayu. 


Later Zushio grew up and 
demanded justice. He managed 
to bring official punishment on 
Sanshodayu and the man who 
sold him, his sister and mother. 
Thus Zushi-o and Anjuhime be- 
came famous and are still en- 
shrined at the Iwaki Gongen. 


The people of Tsuruga thus 
came to hate Sanshodayu and 
all those from Tango province, 
who they thought would only 
bring bad fortune to them. 


The story of Sanshodayu has 
been made into a joruri play. 
Mori Ogai, the famous writer of 
the Meiji Era also wrote the 
story of Sanshodayu.

A critical shortage of doctors 
was predicted for the United 
States if more is not done imme- 
diately to cope with the de- 
mands of the next 15 years, 


About 7,500 physicians are 
presently being graduated from 
medicaF schools each year. But 
an increase of at least 15 per 
cent will be needed by 1975, 
according to Dr. Leroy E. 
Burney, sufgeon general of the 
Public Health Service. 


He urged a common effort “to 
convince the American public 
that the need does in fact exist 
for a multi-million dollar expan- 
sion of existing medical schools 
and the costly establishment of 
20 to 24 new two-year and four- 
year schools.” 


“The only serious question 
about this goal,” Dr. Burney 
said, referring to the fact that 
11,000 doctors a year will 
be needed by 1975, “is whether 
it may not have been set 
too low.” '

Demand to Disband 


Diet Dissolution DSP’s Wishful Thinking

The Democratic Socialist Par- 
ty at a meeting of fts Diet Pol- 
icy Committee last week decid- 
ed to expedite Diet debate on 
the new Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty and press for a dissolu- 
tion of the Diet between April 
10 and 20. 

Many DSP leaders, never- 

theless, are not sure of the dis- 
solution materializing in April. 
The new” party’s demand for 
an early dissolution is discount- 
ed by political pundits as wish- 
ful thinking that the party 
hopes to speedily disband the 
Diet during the current “DSP 
boom” (so believes party exe- 
cutives). 
. In this connection, chairman 
Suehiro Nishio said: “The pog¢- 
sibility of an April dissolution 
was about 30 per cent late 
last year; it increased to 40 in 
January and February. Now 
it’s a 50-50 possibility for a dis- 
solution.” — 

But Nishio 
reportediy inti- 
mated to party 
leaders includ- 
ing Chozaburo 
Mizutani, chair- 
man of the Diet- 
men’s Group 
and secretary 
general Eki So- 
ne: “In the light 
of Article 7 of 
the Constitu- e4 
tion, the right Nishio 
to dissolve the Diet virtually 
rests with Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi. There will be no 
dissolution, unless Kishi makes 
up his mind to stake his poli- 
tical life on it.” 

This remark is construed by 
observers as implying that 
chances are bleak for Kishi 
disbanding the Diet in defiance 
of opposition being voiced by 
the majority of Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Dietmen against the dis- 
solution. 

Almost all Tory leaders ex- 
cept those of the factions led 
by Kishi and his brother Fi- 
nance Minister Eisaku Sato 
will oppose the dissolution even 
if the new treaty is rejected be- 
cause of antimain currenters’ 
alignment with the Opposition 
parties. 

Informants said these Tories 
will also oppose the disband- 
ment even when the treaty has 
passed the Diet with amenc 
ments or when the debate is 
not consummated during the 
current Diet. 

In this event, the inform- 
ants believe the majority of 
Liberal-Democratic representa- 
tives, who apparently dislike 
another general election, will 
contend that the Kishi Cabinet 
should resign en bioc. Their 
opinion, in other words, will be 
that a new Cabinet should be 
organized through election of a 
new party president at a party 
convention. 

By any stretch of imagina- 
tion, a Diet dissolution in April 
or during the current Diet is 
impossible. It is common logic 
today that the new treaty will 
be ratified during the current 
Diet, apart from the fact the 
session, scheduled to end May 
26, will be extended or not. 

Observers think that Kishi 
will not be able to carry out 
the dissolution since he has no 
group of staunch supporters 
within the Tory party. If Kishi 
dares to dissolve the House of 
Representatives, they say, he 
will probably be forced to step 
down just as former Prime Min- 
ister Shigeru Yoshida did when 
his fifth Cabinet stuck to the 
saddle. 

For these reasons, observers 
say they see little possibility of 
Kishi, much attached to ye 
tical power, playing such a 
“dangerous gamble.” 

In this connection, Mizutani 
said, “Although I am not in a 
position to say such a thing 
because of my party post, I 
don’t think there will be an 
early Diet dissolution. A rumor 
prevailing in some quarters 
that the Diet will be disbanded 
this fall under the Kishi Cab- 
inet is on mere flimsy grounds.” 

So a proper interpretation of 
the DSP’s recent decision may 
be like this: 

1. The party wants to debate 
exhaustively the treaty in the 
Lower House until early April 
and present its revision plan at 
the closing stage of the current 
Diet. 

2. The party wants to wind 


up Lower House proceedings on 
the treaty by around April 10, 
regardiess of whether the secu- 
rity treaty and administra- 
tive agreement signed by the 
Govertnment will be ratified or 
its revision plan approved with 
the support of the Socialists and 
antynain current groups of the 
Government party. Pah 
3. The party wants to have 
the Diet disbanded immediately 
after that and put the treaty 
and its plan to final debate in a 
postelection special Diet. 
Meanwhile, the Socialist 
Party branded the DSP policy 
as benefitting the “enemy”—the 
Kishi Cabinet. The Social- 
ists charged that the new 
party’s policy amounts to pre- 
cluding the possibility of the 
ruling party being forced to 
deliberate on the treaty single- 
handedly—a situation the 
Government is most afraid of. 
After all, this DSP policy 
will be criticized as indieating 
departure of the party from its 
avowed stand against the Kishi 
Cabinet, although it may be 
justified for respecting the 
Diet’s right of deliberation. 
Then why does the Democrat- 
ic Socialist Party want an early 
Diet dissolution? An answer to 
this question may be found to 
some extent in the remarks of 
Mizutani and Elichi Nishimura, 
chairman of the party’s Elec- 
tion Committee. 
They modestly said, “We will 
get seven to 12 more seats in 


the postelection Diet. There- 
fore, the maximum strength 
will be (about) 50.” They ad- 


mitted, however, that four of 
its 38 incumbent members are 
certain to fail. 

In other words, their remarks 
give an inkling of how .eager 
the new party srg

By “enough reason,” 
they mean that Kishi and 
Nishio have a secret agreement 
between them on the April dis- 
solution. This observation, how- 
ever, is given no heed as 
groundiess hearsay. 

A certain Liberal-Democratic 
main current leader said that 
the Democratic Socialist Party's 
call for an April dissolution 
is “ridiculous.” He explained: 
“Suppose the new party thinks 
the treaty will be approved by 
the Lower House early in April, 
it will pass the Diet around May 
10 according to Article 61 of the 
Constitution, even if the House 
of Councillors fails to act on 
the act.” 

“Under these circumstances, 
why does the party choose to 
seek an April dissolution?” the 
Tory leader said. 

A similar view is beginning to 
be voiced within the Democratic 
Socialist Party itself. Apparent- 
ly dissatisfied with the new pol- 
icy, some Democratic Socialist 
Djetmen charge that “it does not 
make any sense to present the 
revision plan which stands no 
chance of approval.” 

They maintain that if the 
party really wants an early dis- 
solution, it should boycott the 
debate on the treaty in order to 
force the Government party to 
process it singlehandedly. 

After all, the party’s policy 
will, in. some probabilities, be 
revised along such a line, de- 
pending on future developments.
